STERLING POLITICS. 
People lu this neck of the woods are 
much astonished tha t Sterling politi 
cians, oid stagers In the line of man 
ipulating caucuses and lining up the 
voters In good shape, should b ecome 
so completely knocked out as they 
were in the Whiteside county conven­ 
tion which convened 
at 
Morrison 
Thursday. 
The Sterling politicians 
organized a very complete political 
machine, which worked to the queen’s 
(and the politician’s) taste; b ut when 
the thing was put under way at the 
county convention at the county seat, 
it would not work. 
Sterling sta te s ­ 
men with sorrow found that a politic­ 
al machine at Sterling was all right, 
b ut a machine tha t b ehaved itself at 
our neighb oring city did not run well 
at Morrison where the entire county 
had a word to say as to its manage 
merit. 
A Sterling lawyer, Mr. W. S. 
Kil- 
gour, was selected b y the heads of the 
Sterling political messes to run their 
political machine. 
If it is proper to 
connect a political machine with a 
real mechanical Invention in any way 
we might say tha t W. S. Kilgour was 
appointed chief chauffeur of the Ster­ 
ling political auto. 
He was elect­ 
ed chairman of the Whiteside county 
convention on Thursday. 
He started 
out b y refusing to recognize the right 
of any one to make a motion or say 
a word as to m atters b efore the house 
unless the delegate was from Sterling 
oi in sympathy with the 
Sterling 
mode of the machine methods. 
His 
action caused troub le b ecause there 
were men there who b ad the good 
sense to ob ject. 
There was at once a well delined 
pandemonium started at that Repub ­ 
lican county convention. 
Kilgour 
was determined to run the machine 
at 
his own sweet will. 
“Grand, 
gloomy and peculiar” he weilded the 
gavel and cried “order” in a stentor­ 
ian voice, b ut delegates from Fulton, 
Round Grove and other towns, though 
Sterling ob jected,wercdeterminded to 
have a say in the proceedings of the 
convention. 
The delegates from 
Prophestown 
b eing disgusted with the 
Sterling 
methods, though elected as 
Yates 
men and allies of Sterling, joined the 
Lowden forces; and the machine was 
soon useless. 
11 was evident tha t the delegates 
from Sterling had started a machine 
tha t they could not, manage. 
The 
machine had evidently not only run 
away with them b ut ran over several 
leading citizens, resulting In no fatal- 
itiesjb ut severe wounds. 
There was our friend Colonel Dillion, 
candidate for memb er of the b oard or 
equalization from this congressional 
dist rict, whom T he T k lk u k a p ii had 
endorsed. 
The Colonel was ripped up 
the b ack and considerab ly mutilated 
politically. 
He b etter come b ack to 
Dixon 
where there are no 
foolish 
friends, States Attorney Stager was al­ 
so struck in the solar plexus and com­ 
pletely knocked out. 
However, the thing finally resulted 
in a sort of a compromise on the gub ­ 
ernatorial delegates. 
The fact was 
Colonel Lowden was really the favor­ 
ite in Whiteside, b ut the politicans 
were so anxious regarding local candi­ 
dates for county offices that the dele 
gates to the state convention were lost 
in the shuffle. 
Sterling* (or Yates) 
was awarded part of the delegates to 
the state convent ion, not particularly 
wanted, b ut lost nominations for the 
county offices tha t the people there 
were anxious to have.

In 16*14 New A m sterdam 
w as

hu¡. .11 that both Dutch and English set- j 
tiers gathered for worship in a chapel j 
in a fort near the Battery. 
Then T rin­ 
ity church w as built. 
At tirst both 
Dutch and English worshiped there in 
harm ony. 
T he D utch w ere theu in 
power. 
Tim es 
changed, and 
the 
English, 
gaining the ascendency, decided that 
tills should 
now be the Established 
C hurch of England. 
M any objected 
to tills, and on the 12th of April, 169 5, 
some of the church w ard ens and ves- 
trym en decided tha t they had the pots 
er to call a dissenting P rotestant min­ 
ister instead of a n Episcopalian. 
This 
w as done, and the quarrel began. 
The division grew 
w ider, and the 
D utch retired and built a place of wor­ 
ship for themselves. 
T rinity w as then 
established by grant and law as the 
C hurch of England. 
W hile the D utch and English had 
generally k ept to their own people and 
w ays of life, a few had interm arried. 
Among the fumilies thus united were 
Olivia Van Tuyl, who had m urried Gor­ 
don Spencer, and Adam Van lu yl, who 
had w edded Mary Abigail Storm .
